We trast that it will continue to be charac- 
terized by that dignified, tenperate and coucilia- 
tery conduct towards the different denomina- 
tions of christians, for which it is now so highly 
distinguished. 

The new Editors of the Herald, have lately ap- 
peared in masquerade as the advocates of deco- 
rum ; and the first thing which they have under- 
taken in this capacity, is todeal us a serious “poke 
in the ribs,” by taxing us with a wanton outrage 
upon delicacy, in admitting a certain communica- 
tion into our last paper. Now we ere nowise 
ambitious of meriting such particular distinction, 
and make a candid disavowal of any evil in- 
tention in the matter, We do not pretend to be 
a match for “the knowing ones,” and acknowl- 
edge that we may have been bamboozled by the 
solemn air of the wicked wag, who handed us the 
piece in question. But allowing it to have been 
“a dead take-in,” we submit it to the judgment of 
the public, whether it was more calculated to ex 
cite ridicule, than the sickly and fulsome compli- 
ments of these novices on the self-same subject, 
in the paragraph immediately preceding their 
censure. If these champions in the cause of de. 
cency ase not without sin, why should they‘cast 
the first stone :—and if their own consciences do 
not condemn on that score—why neither will we. 

Two flashes in the pan. —The last “ Connecticut 
Herald” announced the marriage of “ His Excel- 
lency Heman Allen, Minister Plenipotentiary from 
the United States to the Republic of Chili.”

We thought it likely, when we took the liberty 
two weeks ago, while speaking of an obituary no- 
tice to say, “shame on those who would endeav- 
our, even over the grave to revive the animosity 
of party,” tbat we should soon hear from our 
neighbour. But let the consequences be what 
they will, we do not think it right that a violent 
partisan, from sinister purposes, should be allow- 
ed to say, uncontradicted, that he was “ devoted 
to no party ;” for in our opinion no character is 
calculated to do more mischief than “a wolf io 
sheeps’ clothing.” 

Wishes.—The cloven foot will show itself; the 
“Courant” and the “‘ Herald” are the only two 
papers we have seen, which seem to harbor e 
wish that Mr. Edwards,as Senator, should be su- 
perceded by the next Legislature.”
